HONORS  DAY 

It  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  our  State  Olympics  are  now 
opened  by  this  hour  of  devotion  to  achievements  of  the  intellect. 
We  hereby  declare  our  allegiance  once  more  to  that  ancient 
ideal  of  mental  alertness  supported  by  physical  stamina. 

It  was  the  hope  of  those  who  originated  the  Honors  Day 
plan  that  the  reflections  of  the  present  moment  might  bring  an 
intimate  sense  of  satisfaction  to  those  who  have  chosen  the  life 
of  a  scholar.  May  we  hope  also  that  the  distinction  offered  by 
this  day  will  have  a  beneficent  influence  upon  the  whole  aca- 
demic life  of  the  University  Community  and  even  upon  those 
communities  which  will  give  us  the  students  of  tomorrow. 

The  students  whose  names  appear  on  this  program  have 
merited  the  recognition  offered  on  this  day  by  fulfilling  the  re- 
quirements for  scholarship  suggested  in  the  following  notes 
from  the  minutes  of  the  University  Senate. 

On  Honors  Day  announcement  is  to  be  made  of  the  names 
of  undergraduate  students  who  have  distinguished  themselves 
in  scholarship  during  the  two  semesters  previous  to  Honors 
Day;  with  the  exception  that  in  the  case  of  freshmen  the  award 
is  to  be  based  on  the  grades  for  the  first  semester  only. 

There  are  three  forms  of  such  honors : 

(a)  Students  in  the  upper  ten  per  cent  of  each  class  are 
entitled  to  have  their  names  printed  in  the  convocation  pro- 
gram. These  students  are  distinguished  on  the  following  pages 
by  the  words  "High  Scholarship." 

(b)  Students  in  the  upper  three  per  cent  of  the  sophomore, 
junior,  and  senior  classes  are  entitled  to  wear  an  emblem,  a 
replica  of  which  is  printed  upon  the  cover  of  this  program. 
These  students  are  distinguished  on  the  following  pages  by  the 
words  "Superior  Scholarship." 

(c)  Those  seniors  who  have  stood  in  the  upper  three  per 
cent  of  their  class  in  both  their  junior  and  senior  years  have 
earned  the  right  to  have  their  names  inscribed  on  the  bronze 
tablet  which  is  to  be  unveiled  during  the  present  convocation.

The  office  of  the  scholar  is  to  cheer,  to  raise,  and  to  guide  men 
by  showing  them  facts  amidst  appearances.  ...  In  the  long 
period  of  his  preparation  he  must  betray  often  an  ignorance  and 
shiftlessness  in  popular  arts,  incurring  the  disdain  of  the  able 
who  shoulder  him  aside.  Long  he  must  stammer  in  his  speech; 
often  forego  the  living  for  the  dead.  Worse  yet,  he  must 
accept — how  often! — poverty  and  solitude.  For  the  ease  and 
pleasure  of  treading  the  old  road,  accepting  the  fashions,  the 
education,  the  religion  of  society,  he  takes  the  cross  of  making 
his  own,  and  of  course,  the  self-accusation,  the  faint  heart,  the 
frequent  uncertainty  and  loss  of  time,  which  are  the  nettles 
and  tangling  vines  in  the  way  of  the  self-relying  and  self- 
directed;  and  the  state  of  virtual  hostility  in  which  he  seems 
to  stand  to  society,  and  especially  to  educated  society.  For  all 
this  loss  and  scorn,  what  offset?  He  is  to  find  consolation  in 
exercising  the  highest  functions  of  human  nature.  He  is  one 
who  raises  himself  from  private  considerations  and  breathes 
and  lives  on  public  and  illustrious  thoughts.

HONORS  DAY 

Honors  Day  was  founded  and  is  annually  observed  as  an 
occasion  upon  which  the  University  of  Illinois  gives  official 
public  recognition  to  such  students  as  attain  a  high  degree 
of  excellence  in  scholarship. 

The  students  whose  names  appear  on  this  program  have 
won  recognition  on  this  occasion  by  fulfilling  the  require- 
ments suggested  in  the  following  notes  from  the  minutes  of 
the  University  Senate: 

"On  Honors  Day  announcement  is  to  be  made  of  the 
names  of  undergraduate  students  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  scholarship  during  the  two  semesters  previous 
to  Honors  Day;  with  the  exception  that  in  the  case  of 
freshmen  the  award  is  to  be  based  on  the  grades  for  the 
first  semester  only." 

There-  are  three  grades  of  such  honors: 

(a)  Students  in  the  upper  ten  per  cent  of  each  class  are 
entitled  to  have  their  names  printed  on  the  convocation  pro- 
gram. These  students  are  distinguished  on  the  following 
pages  by  the  words  "High  Scholarship." 

(b)  Students  in  the  upper  three  per  cent  of  the  sopho- 
more, junior,  and  senior  classes  receive  special  mention  as 
having  manifested  "Superior  Scholarship." 

(c)  Senior  students  who  qualify  as  follows  earn  the 
right  to  have  their  names  inscribed  on  the  bronze  tablet 
which  is  to  be  unveiled  during  the  present  convocation: 

1.  Those  students  who  receive  recognition  for  "Su- 
perior Scholarship"  in  both  their  junior  and  their 
senior  years. 

2.  Other  senior  students  whose  scholastic  average 
for  the  first  seven  semesters  of  their  college  course 
is  equal  to  or  higher  than  that  of  any  student 
chosen  as  above.
